With reference to your communication of the 30th ultimo, I have ascertained that a 
special appropriation of $25,000 was passed by the 44th Congress (Legislative Bill, March 3, 
1877) for repair and addition of machinery in the Mints and New York Assay Office (Statutes at 
Large, Vol. 19-306), and that the amount appropriated was expended for two coining presses — 
one for Carson and one for Philadelphia.

“To repair the machinery and apparatus of the coining mints and of the assay office at 
New York, and to add some additional machinery, twenty-five thousand dollars, or so much 
thereof as may be necessary, to be available immediately.” 


Preston says was used for two coining presses, ordered by Dr. Linderman, Direct., March 
15, 1877, - one for Carson and one for Philadelphia No. 10 — same pattern as for San Francisco 
$16,000 in 1873. Press No. 10 paid May 17, 1877.
